APPARATUS THEREFOR : 

This decision is issued in response to the "Petition Pursuant To 37 CFR 1.182" filed on 
16 October 2001 . Applicant has paid the required petition fee. 



The procedural background for this application is set forth in detail in the communication 
mailed by this Office on 04 April 2001. That communication informed applicant that the 
Transmittal Letter for entry into the national stage (Form PTO-1390) filed by applicant on 06 
December 1999 had incorrectly identified the PCT application to which it applied. Specifically, 
the Form PTO-1390 submitted referred to PCT/RU98/00264, while the actual application which 
applicant sought to take into the national stage was PCT/RU99/00264. The communication 
informed applicant that a petition under 37 CFR 1 .1 82 to correct the Form PTO-1 390 was 
required, along with a corrected Form PTO-1390. 

On 16 October 2001, applicants had filed the "Petition To Correct Form PTO-1390" 
considered herein. Accompanying the petition is a copy of a corrected Form PTO-1390 and a 
declaration in which the priority reference to the incorrect PCT application has been corrected. 



In the present petition, applicant confirms that the listing of PCT/RU9 8/00264 in the 
original Transmittal Letter was the result of a typographical error, and that it was applicant's 
intent for the Transmittal Letter to refer to PCT/RU99/00264. Applicant has submitted the 
required $130 petition fee and a corrected copy of the Transmittal Letter. Accordingly, 
applicant's petition to correct the Transmittal Letter (Form PTO-1390) is granted. This national 
stage file (09/445,386) is the national stage of PCT/RU99/00264. 
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As noted above, the petition was also accompanied by a copy of the previously executed 
declaration in which the reference to PCT/RU98/00264 has been corrected to PCT/RU99/00264. 
However, because the changes were made after the declaration was executed, the corrected 
declaration cannot be accepted. The previous declaration, filed 06 December 1999, remains of 
record here. A newly executed declaration is required to change the priority references contained 
therein. 



The Petition To Correct Form PTO-1390 is GRANTED.
